Foreign Office to India Office. 


Sir, Foreign Office, July 1, 1902. 
I AM directed by the Marquess of Lansdowne to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 27th ultimo, relative to the Aden Delimitation Commission, in which 
You suggest that the British Commissioner should be directed to proceed with the 
work of delimiting the frontier to the east of the plateau or highland valloy, where the 
Commission is at present stationed, and that the Porte should at the same time be 
informed that the question of the boundary of the British Protectorate on the plateau 
is reserved, and that the temporary interruption of the work in the Amiri territory does. 
not imply the recognition of the rights of the ‘Nurks to places oocupied by them on the 
British side of the frontier, 
1 am to state, in reply, that Lord Lansdowne sees no objection to this method of 
rocedure, which, indeed appears to be the best method of issue from the present 
deadlock. 

Lord Lansdowne presumes that the British

TILE proposed Perso-Russian Tariff Schedule substitutes spocific for ad valorem 
duties, the rates being expressed. in terms of tomans (with the subsdivistons of krans 
and shahis) per batman (2967 kilos.) or 10 batmans. 

The annexed Table shows the articles which are exported most largely to Persia 
from India, ‘Tho Persian currency and weights have beon converted into Tudian 
curreney and ewts., and the prices of the articles at Calcutta or Bombay are shown in 
the last column. ‘The third column gives the ineidence of the duty on value. 

‘Whe Schedule is so framed as to be entirely in favour of Tussian goods, the rates 


ee kept within the vicinity of 5 per ceat., while ows are very heavily 
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In the matter of our cotton yarn and cotton piece-goods, most of our exports aro 
of the coarse cheap kinds, while the Russians import chintzes and other superior 
Srticles, such as cannot be made in the Bombay mills, (This was ascertained on a 
collection of samples sent to usa few years ago.) In the Tariff the one uniform rate 
applies to all classes of cotton goods, whether they aro unbleached, bleached, or 
eEBured, and whether they are muslins, superior prints, or common groy shirtings. 
On the price of our Bombay unbleached goods the rate falls at/an ineidence of from 
18 to 20 per cent. ad valorem, and it is that sort of cloth which forms the bulls of our 
exports, Whereas the bulk of the Russian goods (all of them, in fact) aro of the finer 
‘lasses, and the incidence on them is accordingly much lighter. ¥ 

On iron, of which we export a good deal (foreign iron re-exported) to Porsia, the 
incidence is about double the incidence on copper, and still moro heavy than on tin. 
‘We export some copper and tin, but the Russians have a much greater interest in both.

Bank. 

8, If exchange alters between the kran and the rouble more than 10 per cent., 
the duties may be altered proportionately with the consent of the Russian Minister at 
‘ehran. 

4, In case of doubt as to classification of goods, the Central Customs Administra 
tion will decide; but if the decision refers to goods not specified in the Schedule, the 
decision is subject to the consent of the Russian Minister. 

5. Every case of dispute or of contravention of rules relating to importation, 
exportation, or transit, and all disputes as to the application of the Tariff in whieh a 
Tussian subject is concerned, shall be decided, in the first instance, by the Provincial 
Director of the Customs, the Russian Consul or his delegate intervening, ‘The Consul 
or his delegate may appeal against the decision, and the appeal shall be heard by the 
Central Customs Administration, the Russian Minister or his representative inter-

IN view of the reports made by the King’s medical attendants as to the present 
state of His Majesty’s health, I requested the Persian Minister to call on me to-day, 
and made the following comniunieation to hi 
‘Although the King continued to make most satisfactory progress towards 
recovery, itis considered absolutely necessary that, for some time to como, His 
Majesty should be spared all mental excitement as well as all bodily fatigue. It was 
therefore evident that any idea of a visit from the Shah about the time originally fixed 
must be abandoned, 
‘Even if King Edward were not to receive the Shah himself, it would be distressing 
i ty to know that the Shah was in this country, and to feel that it was out 


‘Tt was, unfortunately, impossible at the present, moment to indicate a date after 
which King Edward might he able to receive the Shah in a manner which would be 
agreeable to both Their Majesties. 

‘Whe doctors were at present quite unable to make any forecast with regard to His 
Majesty's arrangements during the next few months, 

‘ic Persian Minister was evidently much distressed at the prospect of the post- 
ponement of the Shab's visit, He said that His Imperial Majesty would go to Ostend 
on the 8th July, and to Contrexéville on the Ist August fora second eure. After tha 
hhe could not say what the Shah’s plans would be, but His Imperial Majesty would 
probably have to start homewards. 

‘The Minister suggested that the Shab might come over to England from Ostend

T HAVE the honour to report that on the afternoon of the Ist May a somewhat 
serious assault was made on M. Cesari, Assistant Customs officer here, by the Kaini 
soldiers of the City guard, during which M. Cesari and some Customs employés were 
wounded. 

2. In view of the fact that this incident will indirectly affect British subjects and 
interests, I venture to bring it to your notice in the form of an official despatch, 

5. From what I have been able to gather from M. Molitor, the Customs Director, 
from certain Persian officials, and from other sources, the history of the case and its cause 


Hashmat-ul-Mulk, as has already been reported in the Seistan diaries, left 

for Birjand with his son, Sartip Mir Mausuin Khan, at the’ end of March last. 
His second son, Sartip Mahammad Raza Khan, who has recently married the daughter of 
the Sarbandi Chief, Sardar Purdil Khan, was left in Seistau as Deputy-Governor with the 
Hashnat’s Nazar to assist hini ia matters of official routine. 

Since the Hashimat's departure, however, Sardar Purdil Khan seems to have practically 
directed the Governorshi 

Almost immediately sigus were not wanting that the young Sartip was in need of 
money, and intended replenishing his purse after the Persian fashion at the expense of 
the people, It also became evident that both he and his father-in-law were distinctly 
hostile to the Customs Department officials, who it was represented took the bread out of 
their ee doprived the Governorship of a source of private income which it had 
always enjoyed. 

‘An order was issued forbidding the export of provisions from Seistan, it being intended 
that Katkhudas of villages should pay for exemption from it, ‘Thus at the same time an 
obstacle was placed in the way of the Customs Department, while we also’ suffered, as 
‘our ‘Thanas on the route were with difficulty provisioned, Katkbudas were also incited 
to obstruct the Customs officials in other ways, and Sardar Purdil Khan’ is reported to 
have ee in open Darbars the foreigners who had invaded Seistan, and who, it was 
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stated, were the cause of the recent dearth of rain and present dearness of provisions. ‘The 
Sardar had even stated that, if anly the higher authorities would give him the hiat, he was 
prepared to assassinate the British and Rassian Consuls, who were responsible for ali their 
trouble. Although the fact of his having made the above statements has been confirmed 
from three different sources, I do not think we need rezard them with any seriousness, for 
Purdil Khan is essentially of the swashbuckler order, and it would only be in keeping with 
his general character far him to make such braggart speeches as are above described, 

4. On the 4th May matters reached a climax, when some donkey-loads of merchan- 
dize belonging to two Persian traders—one of whom was the agent of the Muawin-ut- 
‘Tojjar at Meshed—were arrested at the entrance gate, as they were leaving the city, by the 
Serbazes of the main guard. ‘The latter stated that they had orders to do so until a 
certain sum of money, due as a tax, was paid. ‘The carriers refused to pay, and their 
goods were then thrown on the ground and seized, ‘The carriers ran to the adjacent 
Customs caravanserai to report what had occurred. _M. Molitor, Customs Director, sent 
M. Cesari to inquire into the disturbance. M. Cesartis said to have remonstrated with the 
men of the guard, who refused to release the loads, and he and his servants were then 
suddenly attacked from all sides by the Serbazes with sticks and clods of mud, One blow, 
it is said, felled M, Cesari to the ground and stunned him. On hearing of this, M. Molitor 
hurried to the spot, but the city gates were shut in his face, and M. Cesari was kept insid 
M, Molitor then sought the assistance of the Russian Vice-Consul, who, I understand, in 
the absence of a French Consular Representative, extends his protection to French subjects 
in a foreign country, ‘The Russian Vice-Consul and his Cossacks arrived in uniform, and, 
it is said, with drawn swords. ‘he guard refused to open the gates, and sent the key to 
the Governor. M, Miller then rode round to the other entrance of the city, but the gates 
there were also locked. After some delay the ally opened, aud M, Miller, 
M, Molitor, and M, Cesari met at tie Karguzir’s house inside the city. 

‘The inquiry into the affair, which lasted three days, and of the details of which Tam 
ignorant, has so far resulted in the punishment by bastinado of eloven offenders, including 
41 Sultan (Captain) of the Serbazes and the head Mirza of the Sartip, Muhammad Raza 
Khay, who is said to have incited the men to attack M, Cesari, and to have used very 
abusive language ayainst foreigners in general, ‘The punishment was carried out by the 
Customs “farashes,” and must have been severe, for M. Molitor informed me that 
Many of the men had lost their toc-nails from the beating. 

Tehas been the object of M, Molitor throughout the inquiry to bring to light the 
prime instigators in this affair; but as the inquiry has been conducted through the 
Karguaar, who bas been heavily bribed, this result has not been obtained, It is adimittod 
ou ull sides that the order to wirest the merchandize and extort money from the trade 
was issued by the Sartip at the suggestion of Sardar Purdil Khan, and that it was 
promulgated through the Nazar, M, Molitor has adopted a firm and unrelenting attitude 
throughout, As a Persian official, he has claimed the right to exact and, if necessary, put 
into effect the severest measures to discover the real offenders, and he proposes doing so 
‘when the Yamin-i-Nizam arrives here with his guns and troops, As « result, the Surtip 
and Sardar Pordil Khan have paid M, Molitor a visit of apology, and in doing so have 
lowered themselves considerably in the eyes of the people, for prior to this occurrence they 
had not deigned to call on the Customs 

‘M. Molitor’s stringent measures, however, have also had the eflect of creating a 
distinetiy hostile feeling against foreigners here. I am informed from more than one 
source that the Kaini Serbazes—one of whose number has alteady died, it is said, from the 
effects of wounds received ia the affray or from the subsequent punishment, and one of 
wliom is on the point of death—have now presented their resignation in a hody to the 
Sartip, and, togetlier with other Kainis now in Seistan, have determined at all costs to 
retaliate by’ taking the life of a Customs offical before they go. This feeling is bei 
‘openly fostered by Sardar Pardil Khan, who continues to denounce foreigners 
and make inflaminatory speeches even against us, though he has hithetto had the reputa- 
tion of being “our most devoted partisan.” You will, iowever, remember that, in recent 
demicoftcial letters, 1 have more than once reported a noticeable change in the Sardar’s 
demeanour towards us, as reported to me, No opportunity has of late been offered to me 
to visit the Sardar, for the Mohurram has been made an excuse not to receive visits. 

5, The case his now been referred with a full report by M. Molitor to Meshed for 
‘orders. He has, I believe, recommended the removal of the Sartip. 

‘The Russian Vice-Cousul, on behalf of M. Cesari, a French subject, has also submitted 
‘i report to ‘T'ebran, in which he is forwarding an application from M. Cesari for a money 
conipensation of 6,000 tomans, 

T have in uo way been concerned in the affuir beyond allowing Dr. Ghulam Jeiaui to 
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‘examine the wounded men on both sides, and to furnish M. Molitor with a medical 
‘certificate, stating the nature and gravity of M. Cesari’s wounds, : 

6. The line of defence which is being taken up by the Sartip and Sardar Purdil Khan 
js one of complete ignorance of the whole affair, and an absolute denial of any connection 
with it. Counter-charges are also being brought against the Customs officals, and Sardar 
Purdil Khan lias prepared a document for the signatures of all the leading Mullahs and 
influential men of Seistan, in which the latter will certify that the Serbazes were not the 
‘ggressors in the assault; that M. Cesari nsed a revolver, and that one of the vietims has 

ied of wounds received. It is said that the Sardar has already obtained the names of the * 
Ymam Jumma of Bunjar and of the Karguzar to this document. He has visited the 
Mujtabid to tey and obtain his signature also; but it is not known if he has succeeded. 
‘After the visit the Sardar left Seistan for the outlying villages in order to secure the 
Signatures of the chief local Saiyids. Both the Sartip and Pardil Khan appear to be 
thoroughly slarmed at a possible inquiry into the affair from Meshed. 

On the other hand, Sardar Purdil Khan’s blustering manner and inflammatory 
speeches, together with the Serbazes’ threats of retaliation, seem to have inspired the: 
Russian Vice-Consul and M. Molitor with considerable alarm, also, ‘They seem to share 
the conviction that the anti-foreign fechng is likely to develop and declare itself in a 

need aud general form before long, ‘Their fears are aggravated by the knowledge 

lated position of Seistan and its distance from any disciplined fore in case of 
ad M, Miller “have taken 

precautionary measures to meet any contingency.” I do not share these alarinist. views. 
The antisforeign feeling is by no means general ; it is at present confined to the Kaini 
only; and, unless seriously encouraged bp the higher officials, should not: spread further. 
Tam inclined to think tbat, if any other Customs official but M, Cesari had been sent: to 
inquire into the original disturbace, the incident would never have taken place has 
often been reported, M. Cesari is a man of little reputation : he is impetuous to a degree, 
and devoid of tact. ‘The recent demonstration was doubtless against: him personally, or, 
perhaps, against the Customs Department, and not against foreigners as a cluss. It will 
‘also be readily understood that the tactless severity which has often characterized the 
conduct of the Customs officials here, and their hasty introduction of reforms among 
‘x half-civilized people, have earned for them the cordial hatred of both high and lo 
Dismissing, therefore, the possibility of any serious development of this antisforeign 
the presen incident ean but act Veuefically on us, It las, | hope, taught the 
authorities and minor officials here the respect that is due to all foreigners: while 
it has also proved to them that they cannot with impunity put obstacles in the way of 

trade. 

8. The incident has affected the Russian Vice-Consul in two ways. He is annoyed 
Lecause he sees it must indirectly benefit our traders and the trade route and also put a 
check on the intrigues he was wont to set on foot to cause the noti-exportation of local 
provisions for our Thanas. On the other hand, he welcomes with satislaction the excuse 
now offered him of suggesting tle dispatch of Russian Cossacks for his own and the 
Customs protection; aid he will, doubtless, represent the most alarmist view of the 
situation to his Government with this object. 

He is also much gratified at being placed in possession of a powerful lever to bring 
about the removal of the Governor, his officials, and fanily from Seistan. 

1 venture to think we should, if possible, oppose this latter course, and endeayonr— 
it's change of Deputy Governors i to take place—to effect the appointment of the Sartip, 
Mir Mausum Khan, and encourage the reconciliation of Sardars Saiyid Khan and Khan 
Falun Khan with the Amir Hashwat-ul-Mulk.

i“ Aden, May 24, 1902 

T HAYS the honour to report that in the course of an interview with Sultan 
Ahmed Fultht, of Tahej, on the 10th instant, the Sultan informed me that he had 
heard, on what seemed to him to be good authority, that the Ottoman Government 
are arranging to hand over the port of Mocha to the French, on the latter undertaking 
to prohibit the importation of arms and ammunition from Jibuti into Yemen. 

2, This information had been received from the Imam or one of bis immediate 
followers, and is said to havo originated with an officer of the Intelligence Department 
of the Turkish army. He also showed me two letters he had received on the subject 
from correspondents at Mocha; copies of these letters aro inclosed. ! 

3. Tt is said that a part of the district of Mocha is to be given over with the port, 
und flint efforts ate to be made to revive the prosperity of the placo as the emporium 
Of the coffee trade, thus reducing the tmde of Aden and lowering British influence in 
South Arabia. 
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4, There have been rumours for some time past that an effort would be made to 
yorive the trade of Mocha, but I have not paid much attention to them, as it is under- 
‘Stood! that the port has for years heen silted up to an extent that renders it impossible 
for vessels to approach anywhere near the town. I have, however, received informa- 

that 250 Turkish soldiers from Hodeidah, and 400 coolies from Jibuti 
were shipped to Mocha last week, with, it is said, the object of constructing a pier.

‘Translation of a letter to Sultan Sir Alimed-bin-Fadthl, the Abdali. 


May he ever be preserved, 
(After Salutation) 
Sir, Muharrum 1820 (April 1902). 

‘A LEDTER was sent to you by us previously regarding Sheikh Ahmed-bin- 
‘Muhammad Alkakam ; it contains some information about him. We did not get any 
information from him at the time of his arrival. At night he sat with us and we 
inquired of him “ What news have you got from our master as we sent him a lettor” ? 
He said, I have got news interesting for the Sultan” and that he eould not tell it 
except face to face, He gave me some of it, saying that the Ottoman Government 
have resolved to give to the French the port of Mocha to populate it and make ita 
port like Aden, ‘Their object is to prohibit the import of fire-arms into Yemen and 
to divert the route to Mocha in order that Aden might suffer loss through the Kafilas 
imported from Yemen, and the prestige of the British Gov ight diminish 
because the Government has come to know of the doing of the British.

ON the 12th instant 1 called on the Turkish Ambassador and said was authorized

In reply to my inquiry as to whether he knew anything as to the progress of the 
negotiations between his Gorerament and the Russian or Persian Governments, he said 
he had no information on the subject, He had merely reported Sir A. Hardinge’s 
observations, and had been instructed to procure from us and forward to Constantinople 
a copy of the details in our possession. 

‘Some time ago, before the departure of the Persian Ambassador to Constantinople, 
his Excellency had been informed by the Mushir-ed-Dowieh that the former was taking

I HAVE the honour to report that information has been received in Bushire that 
the Moin-ut-Tujar has obtained a Concession from the Persian Government: to work 
certain mines at a place called Bunder Khamir. 

‘The Karguzar, who conveyed the information confidentially to the Residency, 
stated that the Moin, who has the Concession of the oxide mines on Hormuz, had 
recently obiained a similar Concession in respect of Bunder Khamir, on the Island of 
Kishm, that the Concession had heen obtained in the name of a nephew of the Prime 
Minister so as to avoid raising suspicion, but that, the real object of the Concession is 
to pave the way for the establishment of Russian influence on the Island of Kishm, 

His Excellency the Governor of Bushiro has also stated that he has received 
onders from Tehran to hand over Bunder Khamir to the Moin’s agents, and that he 
hhas addressed his Government, pointing out the dangers of such a Concession, and 
suggesting that it should be cancelled. His Exeelleney also said that the Concession 
had been obtained with the covert object of paving the way for the establishment. of 
Tussian influence on the Island of Kishm. 

Thave thought it as well to submit the above information for what. it is worth, in 
case you may think it advisable to make inquiries as to the nature of the Concession, 
It is, of course, possible that the alleged Russian connection with the matter has been 
introduced for the purpose of enlisting our influence to prevent the Moin from 
obtaining a valuable Concessio 

According to my information, Bunder Kbamir is not on Kishm Island, but is a 
place on the mainland opposite Kishm, about half-way between Lingah and Bunder

Thad heard of some having been lost in a vessel that was. wrecked in the 
Red Sea in December last, but, being away travelling, had no opportunity of verifying 
the information, ; : 

‘However, in a recent conversation with the Sipah Salar, I interrogated his 
Highness on the subject, 

‘He confirmed the news of the guns having been wrecked, about four months ago, 
he said, and though he did not tell me the number and calibre of the guns, he stat 
they had been purchased in Austria and were intended for fortifying ports in the 
Persian Gulf, such as Bushire and Lingah. 3 

T conclude, therefore, that these are the guns mentioned by the Intelligence 
Branch, 

His Highness added that the Persian Government had suffered no loss, as the 
guns had been insured, ie. : 

‘On my asking him whether it was intended to replace them, his Highness replied 
in the affirmative, and said that the mutter would be attended to during the Shah's 
present tour in Burope. i 

Tf this is boing done with the cognizance of His Majesty's Government, it is 
perhaps unnecossury for mo to point out that, however ineffective modern weapons of 
‘such a kind might be in the hands of Persians, foreign instructors would be ecasil; 
Procurable, and that the Persian Government is very unlikely to have incurred su

I am privately informed that Hassan Bey, the 
son of Sheikh Abdul Huda, the Sultan’s religious adviser, has reported that he is 
unable to proceed with the object of his mission, as all ways of communication with 
the interior are stopped. 

‘At Mr. Richatdson’s request I have sent to the Admiral on the Mediterranean 
Station a copy of the inclosed despatch, which calls attention to several recent cases 
of pimey along the coast between Hodeidah and Mokha.

Vice-Consul Richardson to Mr. de Bunsen,

Sir, Hodeidah, June 10, 1902. 

IN continuation of my despatch No, 66 of the 28rd ultimo, I beg to inform you 
that there appears to be no improvement in the state of the Yemen. 

On the night of the 4th instant a party of armed Arabs entered Hodeidah and 
‘attacked a store room of skins and hides belonging to an Italian firm, Messrs. Nezi- 
chelli and Pereira, about 60 yards from the walls of the town. After binding the 
night watchman they carried away, unmolested, fourteen scores of skins, valued at 
about 801, ‘This daring robbery can hardly be described as having ocourred outside 
the town, as the majority of houses here are outside the old walls. 

From the above, it will be seen that nothing would prevent armed bands from 
entering and plundering the shops and houses within the very heart of the city, and 
T repent that there is no security whatever, as the authorities are not in a position to 
protect life and property. 

Neat the skin store is a large magazine containing case petroleum, from 20,000 
to 50,000 case, which if by chance ignited would haye fired the whole town owing to 
its position and the fayourable direction of the wind. 

he attention of the local authorities and of the Vali of the Yemen has been 
drawn to this stato of affairs, and I have urged the former to adopt early measures 
with the object to safoguard the lives and property of British subjects. 

Thave further to report the occurrence of recent piracies on the coast between 
Mokha and this port. On the 2nd instant a s nbook loaded with e clarified 
butter bound for Aden was attacked and boarded by armed Arabs in a dhow near 
Faza, about, fifty miles from this port, ‘Tho Arabs, who looted the whole cargo, 
potonged to the tribe of Laraneck (#). On the 4th instant another sambook, conveying 
passengors from Lebeed for this port, was stopped off Malefica by an armed dhow 
Containing pirates from the above-mentioned tribe, and the passengers were stripped 
of all thotr money aud belongings. Among these was.a British Indian subject, who 
was robbed of money and property valued at 825 dollars (601). A claim for compen 
sation has been submitted to me by him which I have forwarded to the local 
authorities for consideration, urging them to take steps both to recover the looted 
property and to suppress piracy along the coast in the vicinity of Hodeidah. 

Tn conclusion, I beg to request that His Majesty's Embassy will kindly bring the 
ocoutrence of piracies recently to the notice of his Excellency the Commander-in- 
chief in the Mediterranean,

+ Memorandum by Sir T. Sanderson. 
(Confidential.) 

‘A MEETING took place at the Foreign Office on the 10th July to discuss the 
various questions which hed recently been raised in letters from the India Office with 
Tegard to the occupation of Kishm and adjacent islands in the event of Russian encronch~ 
ment in the Persian Gulf, und the course to be pursued with regard to the British station 
at Bassidore on the Island of Kishm. 

‘There were present: 


On behalf of the India Oflice— 
Sir W. Lee-Warner. 


On bebalf of the Admiralty-— 
Rear-Admiral Custance, Director of Naval Intelligence. 


On behatf of the Foreign Office— 
Sir T, Sanderson and Mr. Maxwell. 


Sir A. Hardinge, His Majesty's Minister at Tehran, also attended. 


It was agreed that the instructions to the British Naval Officer commanding in the 
Persian Gulf as to the circumstances in which His Majesty's Goverument would consider 
it expedient to occupy the Islands of Kishi, Hormuz, and Henjam sufficiently indicated 
the course which he would be called upon to take in the event of Russian aggression, and 
that it was not desirable to add to his responsibilities by supplementary instructions 
providing for contingencies in which it would be better that he should refer home. 

‘The discussion then turned upon the steps which it might be desirable to take for 
improving Bassidore as a naval station, and in particular on the expediency of connecting: 
it by a short cable with the telegraph between Jask and Bushire. 

‘Adiniral Custance explained that for naval purposes no extension or improvement of 
Bassidore was really necessary. He stated that if the Russians obtained a footing on the 
shores of the Persian Gulf it would be necessary to inorease the British naval force, but 
that the ships would work from Bombay or Karachi as a base, that all that. they would 
require as regards the Persian Gulf was freedom of access and an anchorage. For this 
latter purpose Bassidore was sufficient as it stood, and although it would undoubtedly, be 
an improvement that it should be provided with the means of telegraphic, communication 
with India, this was not a matter of any urgency. 

Some discussion then took place as to the steps which might advantageously be 
taken to maintain our claim to Bassidoro, and perhaps to extend the present: limits in the 
direction of the old Portuguese settlement. It was thought that there could be no 
objection to repairing the ruined buildings and the rifle range, and that any unobtrusive 
steps which were practicable might be taken to extend our limits towards Singao and the 
Portuguese settlement. 

‘T, Sanderson suggested that with the present range of modern rifles it would not 
be unnatural that fresh butts should be erected in that direction, 

As regards the possible influx of traders into Bassidore for the purpose of avoiding 
the stringent customs regulations which were being introduced at Lingab, it was thought 
better, on the whole, that such immigration should be discou tt was clear that if 
the trading settlement assumed any importance, the Persian Customs would endeavour to 
exercise control over it, and a conflict of jurisdiction would arise, Sir A. \Hardinge 
expressed his opinion that he should have no great dificulty in silencing any claims that 
‘might be raised on this point by the Persian Goyerament, but he admitted that the matter 
was not likely to escape the observation of the French and Russian Consuls at Bushire, 
and that their Governments might make it a subject of awkward and inconvenient 
‘counter-claims. 

‘There was some conversation about Ras Musandim, the extreme point of the 
promontory on the opposite (Arabian) coast, which offers some excellent anchorages, and 
which it is very important to keep out of the hands of any other European Power. It had 
for a long time been the policy of the Government of India to regard Ras Musandim and 
the Sheikh of the district as being under the sovereigaty of the Sultan of Muscat, who was 
‘considered to be practically in dependence upon us, though nominally independent, Now, 
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however that the French hac had some success in establishing a rival influence at Muscat, 
tnd had even obtained at one time the lease of a coaling station, of which we had only 
Sbtained the cancellation by very strong action, it seemed preferable that the Sheikh of 
Musandim should be treated as independent, “There was, however, a certain amount of 
danger that some Russian or French Agent should conclude a secret Arrangement with 
the Sheikh, 

‘On the whole, it seemed better to avoid any pronouncement as to the political status 
of the Sheikh, but to keep careful watch, and, as far as possible, cultivate friendly and 


confidential relations with him.

TL HAVE the honour to request that T may be permitted to place on official record 
a refuta af the charges which seem to have been made against me by the Customs 
authorities in Meshed of baying obstructed their reprevontative, M, Molitor, n his work: 
in Seistan. 

2, ‘These charges, it must be assumed, can only have been founded on reports 
received from M, Molitor himself. 

If they are based on insinuations and rumours disseminated by the Russian 
Vige-Consl from here, 1 ‘would respectfully venture to ask that they may be ignored as 
such, 

8, L would, in the first placo, emphatically deny. ever having put any obstacle what 
ever in M, Motors way: on the other hand, 1 maintain that without my co-operation 
‘nd assistanee he could searcely have organised his frontier customs posts at all, for the 
simple reason that he was at the time without funds for this purpose, and the money he 
used was advanced to him by myself. 

4. T ould now bring to your notice the following facts >— 

(.) When M, Molitor réceived orders to establish his post in Koh-i-Malik Siab, T 

vras instructed to accompany him and give him assistance, ‘The results of 
‘our visit wero reported in miy letter, dated the 22nd Oetaber, 1901, to your 
address, ‘The spot selected for a Customs post was at the bifurcation of the 
Hobat and Sarliad roads now known in these Reports as point C, A reference 
to my Report on that occasion, will show that it was M. Molitor and not 
inyself who chose this spot. Far from putting difficulties in the way of his 
approaching nearer our frontier, I offered to take him as far as Robat Killa 
itself, in order that he might see the ground for himself, During my recent 
visit to Koh-i-Malik Siah on the 16th February last, T again offered to take 
him to Robat. On bo'h occasions M. Molitor refused to accompany me. 
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“Again, as my orders were to give M. Molitor every assistance, is it reasonable to 
assume that in defiance of those orders I would obstruct him ? 

(b.) During the whole of the abore-entioned tout M, Molitorand his men were my 
guests. M, Molitor was new to the country and to the East generally, he 
was atierly ignorant of every language but his own, and, as a result of the 
Stories that had reached him of the wild nature of the country and_its 
inhabitants, he was extremely nervous, Tt was, therefore, a great relief to 
him to share the benefit of my escort. On his return to Seistan M. Molitor 
wwas good enough to thank me for all the assistance he had received at my 

He subsequently. read to me extract fom bis Report to Meshed on 
it to Koh-i-Malik Siab, in which he referred in grateful terms to the 
help I had given him, 

(c) Whou M. Molitor began organizing his posts between Koh-i-Malik Siah and 
Seistan, he wrote, on the 20th September, 1901, asking me to help him in 
obtaining loeal Baluchis for the Customs service, He also wanted money 
to make these men advances, and he asked me to lend it to him. T arranged 
to supply him with the Baluchis, and I lent him the money, the receipt for 
which is in my possession. 
at this time also that M, Molitor wished to employ the Baluch sowars of 
Passand Khan, an individual of bad character in the Russian Consul’s 
service, I protested against this, pointing out that the employment of these 
men alongside the rival Baluchis of Sardar Saiyid Khan, who is in our 
service, would certainly lead to quarrels, if not to bloodshed. I asked him 
to employ Saiyid Khan's men alone, or else neither Saiyid Khan's nor 
Passand Khan's, but some purely Persian subjects, who would be neutral. I 
searcely think M, Molitor could have reported this action of mine as 
“ obstruction.” 

(@) On the 25th October, 1901, M. Molitor wrote to me asking for an interview, 
‘ns he wished to take my advice on M. Cesari’s proposed visit to Lad 
‘Mhis interview, during which I offered all the assistance I could, was reported

is contained in my letter, dated 7th January last, to M. Molitor’s address. 
(f) On the 2nd April last, M, Molitor wrote a confidential letter to M. Castaigne 
1 Meshed, which he brought over himself to inclose in our Consular postal 
hag. M. Molitor read me this letter from beginning to end before sealing it 
up. ‘The whole fetter was a long tirade against the Russian Vice-Consul. 
Te deplored the Russian Consul’s interference in the Customs work and the 
obstacles put in M, Molitor’s way. These obstacles, M. Molitor said, were 
always represented to him by the Russian Consul as having been created by 
the Bnglish Consul. M. Molitor also wrote that ‘ Major Benn bore no 
animosity to the Customs Department”; that Mr. Miller's presence here was 
Doth dangerous and detrimental to the prospects of the Customs Depart- 
ment; and that “he had more to fear from the Russian than from the 
British Consul in Seistan.” I have already reported the result of many 
confidential interviews with M. Molitor in my letter, dated the 2nd April las 
‘AIL of these would lead one to suppose that M. Molitor has not complained 
of having been impeded in his work here. 

(g.) Only recently, in orderto enable M. Molitor to start the new Customs arrange- 

ments between Koh-i-Malik Siah and Kubak, I have made him a somewhat 
Jarge advance of money. I have also lent him money to enable him to buy 
the bare necessities of life, He has shown me his eash-chest with only a few 
ran which, he assured me, was all he had until the next British 
‘caravan arrived, 

5, Under these circumstances, it is difficult to believe that the charge of obstruction 
‘prought against me by M. Castaigne, and doubtless reported to Tehran, has been 
founded on reports from M. Molitor. I also think that Molitor—even were he versed 
jn the arts of oriental diplomacy—would scarcely hutve played, in the face of all he has 
confided to me, such an unscrupulous and double-faced game as to submit other reports 
Gf an adverse and hostile nature, while at the same time expressing approval of, and 
‘gratitude for, my actions here. 
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therefore, perhaps assume that M. Castaigne’s charges are based on 
reports received from other sources than those of his Assistant in Seistan, As such, 1 
grust that they may be regarded with suspicion, for they emanate from a third party 
hhere whose intrigues in Seistan are already well known, 

6, There is no doubt that the Customs have met with a certain amount of dificult 

in organizing their frontier posts, from the fact that the frontier south of Koh-i-Malil 

Siah is undefined, and certain districts along the border have been contested by the 
Indian Government. ‘These difficulties have been magnified into “obstructions by the 
British Consul. 

Tt must also be borne in mind that the Customs Department is manned by some- 
what impetuous foreigners who have for the most part but little experience of the 
East. ‘These gentlemen seem to have a conviction that it is possible to administer and 
‘organize the wild country of the Koh-i-Malik Siah Range antl the Sarhad as rapidly 
as a civilized district in Belgium, ‘The failure to complete this organization with that 
celerity and dispatch which was anticipated in Tehran and Meshed has now been laid to 
the door of the British official on the spot, and in this T venture to think will be found tho 
cause of the recent charges of “ obstruction ” in Seistan,

"Whe latter's action-regarding the collection of customs on caravans are sufficient 
to show how unsuitable he is to attempting a task such as M. Naus now proposes. 

"In bringing to your Excellency's notice this fantastic scheme, I would wish to warn 
His Majesty's Government of the trouble likely to arise if M, Naus persists in his 
ideas 

Teonsider that the lives of the Belgian officials, guarded as they are by ill-paid 
Persian soldiers, are unsafe on those borders were they even mere travellers and not 
officials attempting to bring in line wild and warlike nomads whom the British 
Government, the Afghan Government, ané the Persian Government have hitherto 
wisely left alone. 

M. Castaigne with that ignorance of danger which these Belgians show, remarked 
that the Persian guards with his subordinates had five cartridges a-piece t 

Tf an accident happens to these Belgians, it will be placed at the door of the 
‘Afghans or Baluchis in British territory, and it is not hard to imagine the capital which 
may be made over such a regrettable incident, while disturbances on the frontier would 
in any ease be most detrimental to our new trade route. 

L need not onlarge on the many probable awkward questions which may arise in the 
ovent of such an unfortunate occurrence, or even were the actions of the Belgians to stir 
up these tribesmen to other Javless acts, but would suggest that, should your Excellency 
agree with me that such are the ideas of M. Naus, the Government of India be duly 
Warned of probable eventualities, so that they may be prepared to take such steps, and 
To asue snch orders to thelr frontier offleers as would appear to them advisable. 

Major Benn, as a Consul in Persia, will be quite powerless to intervene in any way 
between Aighans or Persian Baluchis and these Belgian officers, for they will not 
he considered ih any way British subjects, unless duly armed with a passport. or a 
cortifcate of registration, which could not be legally issued to them, while Baluchis from 
within the Indian frontier, unless having in their possession some such form of docu- 
Inonty which is difficult to arrange for, will be treated by the Belgians as they like, and 
ag Persian subjects. 

"To offer ndvice to these Belgians not to stir up the tribes on the border would, 
I foar, be considered as interested, while the same complaint would be made against us 
‘as was recently made against Major Benn, viz,, that we were trying to obstruct the work 
of tlie Belgium Customs, 

"The only suggestion which I can make to your Excellency to meet this coming 
trouble is that a British officer be stationed at Robat, and that the outlying portions of 
Baluchistan, more especially that portion which abuts on Persia at Kob-i-Malik Si 
should be brought more under the control of the Indian Government and placed in 
tclegraphic communication with the administrative capital of that country. 

MA'British officer at Robat would form a rallying point for discontented Baluchis, 
who might be made into useful British subjects and partially induced to confine their 
Wanderings to within British territory. 

Such an officer would not be prevented by Consular usage from exercising his 
influence, and even taking under his protection those Baluchis from Persian territory 
‘who, finding the British Consul in Seistan could give them no support, would naturally 
Hock to him with their grievances, while the issuing of passports, or such documents as 
‘vould be recognized by the Persian Government, to the Baluchis from Baluchistan might 
he arranged for, which passports would cover any act of intervention which our Viec~ 
Consul in Seistan might exercise.

Estract from the Diary of the Political Assistant, Chageh, dated April 16, 1902. 


1, TWAS much perturbed on the 14th instant to receive information that some of 
the Mukak Baluch had proceeded to Ladis to interview the Customs Mirza there. Tt 
appears that, consequent on the want of grazing arcund Mukak, some of the Baluch T 
taler to had sent their flocks to graze on the Persian side of the frontier, and that the 
flocks bad heen arrested by the Mirza and customs demanded on the wool. On receiving 
this information I sent off an express to Naib Tahsildar Muhammad Anwar Jan, 
instructing him to do everything in his power to prevent a disturbance, and 1am now 
waiting his answer. I know of no action more calculated to provoke disturbance on the 
frontier, if not actual bloodshed, than that which the Belgian Customs Department vould 
appear to have initiated. 

‘This distant frontier has always been a no-man’s-land. For generations past the 
Nomad Baluch have grazed their flocks free of all dues wherever they cared, their 
‘movements being regulated by the grazing; thus for the officials of the Persian Customs 
Department to step in, seize flocks, and demand customs dues from tribes which will 
brook no restraint, appears to me to be singularly foolish, I do not know whether the 
Mirza in charge of the Persian Customs at Ladis has any justification for his action, but 
T would venture to bring it to the special notice of the Honourable the Agent to the 
Governor-General; for, should trouble ensue, and in my opinion it is inevitable, sooner 
or later, we may be certain that the Belgian Customs officials will never be brought to 
admit that the trouble was the natural sequence of their inexperience and folly, and 
they will, no doubt, endeavour to shift. the responsibility on to our shoulders, 1 would 
suggest hat this matter be brought to the notio of Government, and that our Legation 
at Tehran be addressed on the subject. I may be ultra suspicious; but in the action of 
the Customs Mirza at Ladis, I read an attempt to provoke friction to cover a pretext for 
stationing troops along the border.

referred to in paragraph 1 above is a real one and requires the adoption of carly

Had not Naib Tabsildar Muhammad Anwar Jan been on the spot to carry out my 
orders, it ig not improbable that on unpleasant incident would have occurred which 
might have led to much trouble, ‘The duties of his appointment at Chageh necessitate 
Muhammad Anwar Jan's carly return to Dalbandin, I would, therefore, suggest that 
his place be taken by a native assistant in whom we hiaye confidence,

T have received a report, which the Governor-General of Khorasan confirms, that 
the Belgian Customs offcials have confiscated a large flock of Afghan sheep near Karez, 
‘on the ground that the owners attempted to smuggle by coming into Persia by 
unauthorized route, and that the owners returned to Afghanistan vowing vengeance. 
‘An unconfirmed report has also reached me that the Afghans have raided a number of 
Persian sheep, killing three Persian soldiers. The Governor-General and Tam making 
further inquiries, I'am in entire agreement with Colonel ‘Trench regarding the dangers 
attending the introduction of the proposed system of taxation on flocks on the Afghan 
frontier. The system can only be worked if great tact and judgment are displayed. 
‘here is great discontent among the Afghans trading with Khorasan with the methods 
of the Belgian Customs officials; and if Afghan flocks are to be confiscated wholesale 
for reasons which owners are certain not to fully understand, an explosion on the 
Persian-Afghan frontier is to be feared. Iam writing to the Governor ot Herat, telling 
him that Lam communicating with you, and urging him to prevent the Afghan flock- 
owners from coming to Persia for the present, or, if this is not possible, to instruct his 
officials on the frontier to restrain the Afghans from acts of violenee until my 
Government have had the opportunity of discussing the matter with the Persian 
Government. 

‘My inquiries, so far as they have gone, regarding the flocks in ‘rans-Caspia go to 
show that some flocks do come to Persia from ‘Trans-Caspia, ‘The system of taxi 
flocks has admittedly not been introduced on the Persian-Russian frontier. Would it 
not be possible to object (o introduetion on the Afighan-Persian frontier on grounds that 
there can be no urgency in matter in view of non-introduction on Russian frontier, and 
that the new and complicated system should not be introduced among a wild people until 
ome steps had previously been taken to explain it to them? | This would give us 
time and enable us at all events to explain to the Afghan authorities exactly what 
is intended, Ido not share Colonel ‘Trench’s belie in M. Castaigne and mistrust him 
officially, ‘There are now four Europeans under his orders south of Meshed, where trale 
is chiefly in British and Afghan hands, whereas, so far as is known here, one European 
at Kuchan is considered sufficient to control a vastly greater volume of trade with Russi 
to the north. ‘The significance of this circumstance to the native mind cannot, I think, 
be denied, but it may be eapable of explanation,

I HAVE the honour to report that the Customs Administration of Bushire lately 
engaged a large number of Tangistani and Dashti tofangehis for the purpose, it is 
generally believed, of making an expedition to Bunder Rig, and of coercing Hyder Khan, 
the Chief of that place, who has hitherto refused to allow the establishment of the Customs 
at his port. It was said that abont 1,000 men had already been engaged on the pay of 
60 krans each per mensem, 

On the 12th May, the Governor informed the Head Munshi of the Residency that 
the presence of so large a number of armed men in Bushire was highly undesirable as 
being likely to endanger the tranquillity of the town, and he asked that the British 
‘Legation might be informed of the state of affairs. On the 19th May the extra Assistant 
to the Resident, in accordance with instructions from my First Assistant, ealled upon the 
Governor, who informed him that the preparations which the Customs Department was 
making were not authorized by the Central Government, which had now sent orders to the 
Director-General to abstain from taking action in the matter of the proposed expedition 
without consulting his Excellency, 

His Excellency stated that, when he found that the Customs Department was engaging 
tofangehis, he addressed M. Dambrain officially, asking for an explanation as to the 
object for which the enlistment of armed men was being made, Noreply being given to 
him, and the enlistment proceeding umabated—about 500 tofangehis haying been 
engaged—his Excellency again wrote to the Director-General, pointing out the danger 
of having so large x number of armed men in the town, and inquiring the object 
of their enlistment, He asked for a reply within two hours, failing which he intended 
to give notice to the foreign Consuls in Bushire that he could not be responsible for the 
lives and properties of their respective. subjects. This letter appears to have had 
the desired effect, as M, Dambrain himself called upon the Governor and explained that 
the men were engaged to assist the Customs Administration in establishing eustoms- 
houses on the Persian coast between Bushire and Lingah. A long discussion ensued, 
during which his Exeelleney strongly protested against the action of the Customs 
Department, and said that the measures which M, Dambrain had taken upon himself to 
adopt wore not within the province of the Customs, and thathe, as Governor, would never 
consent to such a state of affairs. M. Dambrain then proposed to refer the matter 
to 'Teliran for orders, and the Governor also submitted a full Report by telegram on 
the situation, with the result that the action of the Customs Administration was checked 
by orders from ‘Vehran, 

His Excellency further stated that, although the real destination of the expedition 
was kept a secret, there was no doubt that it was intended against Bunder Rig, and that 
the Khan of that'place was fully prepared for all eventualities, 

It further appears that Ahmad Khan, Anghali, was invited by the Customs to take 
part in the expedition, and that the Khan lad actually arrived at Sheef with about forty 
followers on the 14th May, and that on the evening of that day, Abdul Hamid Khan, 
the interpreter of the Cuistoms, went to Sheet to deliver him some confidential message 
from M. Dambrain, Meanwhile, however, order came from Tehran countermanding the 
expedition. 

‘The Governor stated that Abdul Hamid Khan was responsible for the present 
trouble, and that M, Dambrain was a passive instrument in his hands, His Excellency 
expressed a hope that the Central Government would now take the necessary steps to 
restrain the Customs Administration within the limits of its own functions, and he asked 
that the Residency would inform the Legation of the state of affairs. He himself had 
submitted a full report to Tehran, but he wished that his hands might be strengthened 
by a representation from the Legation. 

Tn conelusion, the Governor said that although the orders for the expedition had 
been countermanded, the tofangehis, of whom there wete about 1,000 in the town and 
subitrbs, had not yet been dismissed, 

A later report, however, which I have received from Bushire says that a number of 
tofangehis, who had received one month's pay from the Customs and had deposited their 
rifles in the Customs by way of security, having failed to obtain the return of their arms 
unless they first repaid the advance of pay, broke open the Customs premises and foreibly 
took their rifles away. Other tofungehis, who had not received any advanee, only got 
their wages for the few days whieh they were in Bushire,

IN accordance with instructions contained in your telegram, dated the 4th June, t 
have the honour to forward a tracing which shows, as far as I understand it, the line 
which His Majesty’s Government intend to claim. 

2. This line commences at the north onthe range north-east of Kataba at the 
boundary between the Maras and Shaibi tribes; the latter, as a branch of the Yafi, being 
included on the British side. From here it follows the line shown in the fribal map 
Accompanying the Survey Report of 1899, leaving Lakmat ash Sha’ub, Marfad, and all 
villages shown in that Report as Amiri, on the British side. It then passes between 
Al Jalela and Jabai Suheb or Shahad, and between the villages of Dakka and Al Hud at 
the eastern foot of Jabal Jahaf, and from here northward along the line indicated by the 
edge of the hill shading to the northern end of the spur west of Sanah; and thence south» 
ward along that spur to the point marked on the map Jabal Jahaf 7704, South, the 
topography is shown in the annexed blue print from recent survey. It will be seen that 
the watershed does not, as was supposed, follow the line of the high peaks marked 7033, 
7131, between which the Wadi Tabghain breaks through, but runs rather more to the 
westward, following the crest of the spur running down to the junction of the Wadi 
Tabghain with the Tiban. 1 have therefore entered the boundary along this spur to the 
Junction of the two rivers, and thence along the Tiban to the Hanshabi border on the 
‘Am Amma range. 

3, l venture again to point out that the district between Jabal Jahaf and Al Jalela, 
which the Aden authorities believed to have fallen under ‘Turkish influence between 1886. 
and 1888, has been administered by the Amir of Dthala for the last ten years. At the 
time of the rebellion in Yemen in 1891-1892 the Turkish officials and garrisons at Kataba 
were forced by the insursents to take refuge with the Amir, who protected them by 
occupying the line of the Wadi Kataba with a large force of his tribesmen. From that 
time until about the beginning of 1901 he has been in undisturbed possession of all the 
Amiri villages in the Wadi Safiya, and of Dhi Haran, Robat, &c., the Turks contenting 
themselves with the militar occupation of Al Jalela. 

4. I hardly think sufficient consideration has been given to the altered situation. 
brought about by the rebellion, which undoubtedly enabled the Amir to re-establish himself 
in the north-west portion of his territories. ‘The situation was clearly pointed out by Major 
Davies in his Report submitted last year, but the incidents which led to it have only been 
fully ascertained within the last few days. 
he Amir's books show that he has actually drawn an average revenue of 
2,700 rupees from this distriet for the Inst ten years, and he is not: likely to acquieseo 
in its abandonment without adequate compensation; if, however, compensation is to be 
paid, T would respectfully suggest that it would be much better to pay any reasonable 
‘mount to Turkey to relinquish her claim to Al Jalela and the whole district, and 
cure a boundary that will offer a reasonable prospect for the fature peace of the bord

‘The village of Dost Mahomed Khan in the disputed tract has been recently 
oecupied by the Afghan Governors, who has tired of waiting for Persia, Molitor, on the 
ground that the importation of arms into Persia is forbidden, threatened to disarin the 
Afghans. His protest was disregarded. ‘Thereupon, togetber with the Russian Consul 
fand Yamnini Nizam, he visited the Governor of Seistan, and Miller ordored the latter to 
send all troops to the border to oppose the Afghans, and demanded a guard for his own 
protection. Miller also in a letter to the Governor attributed action of Afghans to Ben's 
instigation, though he has not interfered. Persian troops have left for the border, 
Molitor, who has throughout acted in consultation with Miller, accompanied them. Benn 
urged upon Governor amicable settlement, pointing out that supposing, such settlement 
impossible he alone could intervene if daly authorized. Governor promised caution, but 
in Benn’s opinion Russian Consul, who desires excuse for demanding Cossacks for his 
own protection, or the presence of other troops to intimidate the pro-British Governor, is

A cool 
flock was wounded, and a belonging to one of the sowars was seized, as was. a 
the whole flock. Of the sowars, six proceeded onwards to Panjgur, while the remaining 
man, named Zarif’ Khan, returned towards Dizak, where the Nazim was to report the 
occurrence to him. On the way he fell in with some of the raiders and was Killed, and 
his riflet and horse carried off, Muhammad Umar destroyed a large number of sheep, &c,;

On the Sth news of the occurrence reached Mir Ghulam Muhammad, Nausher- 
wani of Kuhak, who succeeded in recovering 146 head of animals from Muhammad Umar's

IN his diary for the week which ended on the 27th December, 1901, Lieutenant 
Colonel ‘Trench’ reported that a branch of a Russian Bank, known as the 
Banque des Préts de Perse, would shortly begin business at Meshed, that the 
establishment would comprise twelve Russians, besides the Manager and Assistant 
Manager, and that it was publicly stated that another branch would at once he 
opened in Seistan. 

2. From a later diary we have learnt that the branch at Meshed has been started 
upon ‘an ostentatious scale, and that the Manager seems eonfdent of obtaining 
mortgages on landed and house property in Khorassan and in Seistan, where the 
opening of a branch is still contemplated. “Colonel ‘Trench understands that the Bank 
is a Government concern, and is prepared to work on lines which no private business 
could adopt. It is unni to point out what opportunities for Russian inter- 
ference would be created, and how largely Russian interests in Seistan would be 
increased, by the establishment there of a Russian banking business. We are unable 
to say whether there.is sufficient + of business to induce the” Imperial Bank 
of Persia to open a branch at Seistan, or whether they would be prepared to consider 
such a step, without the offer of a subsidy; but the measure would be of a great

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advantage to our interests, and we would suggest that, if your Lordship sees no 
objection, the Bank should be approached on the subject.

Your Excellency, Foreign Office, July 25, 1902. 

YOU mentioned to me on the 23rd instant that the Russian Government had heard 
with concern that there was # prospect of a collision on the Perso-Afghan frontier in 
consequence of a local dispute hetween Persians and Afghans, 

T understood you to say that the Russian Government could not regard with 
indifference the prospect of a'breach ot the peace upon the border of Afghanistan and 
Persia, and you expressed a hope that His Majesty's Goverment would spare no efforts 
in order to prevent such a disturbance. 

I told your Excellency that rumours of a frontier dispute Thad reached me, but that 
1 was unable at the moment to give you any particulars, and L added that His Majesty’s 
Government were as anxious as that of Russia that peace should be maintained upon the 
borders of Afghanistan, 

Thave since made inquiries into the facts of the ease, 
follows :— 

‘The main bed of the River Helmund below Kobak, and a line drawn from the 
Naizar to the Koh Sish Hill, near Bandan, were, by an arbitral decision delivered in 
1872, laid down as the boundary of Persian-Seistan, ‘This arbitration was undertaken by 
His Majesty’s Government at the expressed desire of the Pers overnment, and the 
‘decision of General Goldsmid was accepted by His Imperial Majesty the Shah and 
by His Highness the Ameer. 

‘Whe river has gradually in the course of years changed its course, altering the 
position of the Hamum and the Naizr, and the question has arisen whether 
the old channel or the new should in future be regarded as the boundary. Both 
sides have apparently claimed the territory between the two channels, and although 
AM our instanee they both undertook last year to cease from interference with the 
Uchateable rexion, they have not observed this engagement. 

We learn that the Persian Government, in accordance with the provisions of the 
‘Vroaty of 1867 between Great Britain and Persia, intend to sul matter to the 
Iritish Government for friendly adjustment, and ve have already intimated our 
readiness to bring about a settlement in accordance with the duty which belongs to us 
tinier the Treaty whieh I have cited, 

T feel hound to mention to your Excelleney that reports which reach us lead to the 
conclusion that M. Miller, the Russian Consul, has exaggerated the importance of these 
occurrences, and lins exercised an influence by no means pacific upon the parties 
interested. 

On reference to the map, your Excellency will observe that this dispute, which is one 
‘of a purely local character, bas arisen at a spot no less than 330 miles from the Russian 
frontier, he matter is tierefore, I venture to think, linrdly one which need cause the 
Russian Government any preoccupations.

promises of British Residents to uphold the Amecr’s rights, 

3, The encroachments by the "Turks heyond the line accepted by His Majesty's 
Government is not a matter in doubt. Major Davies reported the establishment, 
shortly before his visit, of a Turkish post on the Jabal Shabad or Suheb, south-east of 
Jalela, completely barring the roads from Dthala to the north and east, Jabal Mafari 
was occupied actually during the sitting of this Commission, and under circumstances 
which compelled mé to break off communication with the ‘Turkish Commissioners ; 
and I would respectfully submit that the retirement of the ‘Turks from these places 
should be preliminary, and not subsequent, to the tracing of the line,

1 HAVE the honour to report that yesterday I had a conversation with a foreign 
quarantine doctor in the Turkish service who travelled a good deal in the Yemen last 
autumn, and who was able to give me some details of the Turkish military garrisons and 
the situation generally. 

It is dificult to obtain exact figures, but he was able to confirm my previous estimate 
that the total number of Turkish troops in the Yemen was 1,000, and might be brought 


* upto 20,000, 


‘The main route between Sanaa and Hodeida is held by three posts, the principal 
being Menakha, an important defile the possession of which assures, to a certain extent, 
the safety of ‘the communications, even should they be temporarily interrupted 
elsewhere, ‘Two battalions are quartered there under the command of a Colonel, 

At Hojeila, in the same defile, is a garrison of one battalion, and at Bauan, between 
Sanaa and Menakha, is another similar garrison, 

Strong posts are also maintained at Bajil and other points on the route, 

As regards the Sanan~Taiz route, the town of Taiz itself contains only 1,500 
houses, but is the head-quarters of the 26th Brigade, with a garrison of four battalion 
‘or some 1,600 men, and has also a small military hospital. 

‘The most important town on the route is bb, or Abb, which stands ina fertile district, 
and has $0,000 inhabitants, Dhamar and Yarim haye about 10,000 inhabitants each, 
and are also in fertile country. 

‘The most important strategie point on this route is the defile of Hs-Somara, 
Detween Yarim and Ibb, where the Turks have erected a stone fort garrisoned by 
100 men. 

Dhamar is surrounded by ancient walls in good preservation, and, in the absence of 
artillery on the part of the rebels, forms a yery strong position held by a garrison of two 
battalions, 

Sanaa itself and posts in the environs are garrisoned by some 7,000 men, but even 
in the town there are occasional onthreaks, as, for instance, when last autumn the military 
pharmacy was blown up by a mine, 

‘he residences of the Vali and Mushir have strong guards to ward off attacks, 

The road between Tals ani Moke is usually open, the wineipel overlooking it 
deing at Turba, on Jebel Habeshi, a little to the north of the actual line usually 
traversed. 

My friend went from Kataba to Reda, near the frontier of the Upper Yaffai tribe, 
and where the Turks maintain a Kaimakam, Jefe (see War Oflice map) belongs to 
the Upper Yaffai, who are reckoned as independent, and the frontier runs between the 
two places, 

Tas regards the state of affairs among tho Upper Yaitai themselves, he states that 
authority is somewhat divided between two Sheiks (he does not remember their 
names), one being subsidized by the Turks and the other by the Aden authorities, 

he latter has the most influence, and the people generally in no way accept Turkish 
althongh a Sheikh may think itas well to accept whatever the Turks may give 
i 

Reda is but seven hours, or about 25 miles north of Kataba, the intervening 
country being a level plain with several villages. ‘The position of Reda, as given on 
the War Office map of South-western Arabia, 1808, must, therefore, be too far to the 
north. 

‘A garrison of one battalion is mnaintained at Zebid, and in Mokha not more than. 
100 men. 

‘At Kamaran a garrison of about 150 men is maintained during the pilgrim season, 
snd at Anjisan, nocth-cast of Hodeida, a garrison of one battalion is kept up. 

A garrison of some 200 men hold Loeia on the coast, 

‘Phe remaining troops are mostly in the disturbed country to the north-west of Sanaa, 
the centres being Amran and Hate, 

My friend was of opinion that the situation in the Yemen was now much worse 
han usual ani eould see no solution except the esneuation of the country by the 
Turks. 
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He also confirms the report that the tribes have of recent years been able to 
provide themselves with large numbers of modern rifies, principally from Jibuti. 

On the 10th July ihe Mahsussé steamer * Mururet” left Constantinople for the 
Syrian. ports and Hodeida, with a cargo of war material, principally cartridges. 
She will pick up recruits at the Syrian ports, Otherwise the Turks seem to be 
taking no further military measures for sending reinforcements, trusting, apparently, 
to the suecess of their religious mission for improving the situation,

2, On the 9th instant I accompanied Captain Windham on his official visit to the 
Sultan, at which several of the “ Amphitrite’s” officers were also present, and on the 
following morning His Highness returned the visit on. board, and was accompanied, not 
only by his usual suite, but by a large number of his friends. After the usual formalities 
had been exchanged with the Sultan, the “ Am up steam and the party was 
taken outside the harbour to witness some heavy gun practice, by which they expressed! 
themselves much impressed and interested, 

‘About two ows later, as soon as the Sultan and his followers had disembark 
the former under the usual salute, the Amphitrite” started on her cruise, ond at Captain

I HAVE the honour to inform you that on the Ist June I arrived at Aden. 
Copy of sailing orders inclosed, 

‘On arrival there T found a telegram from the Pc 
Majpr P. Z. Cox, requesting me to show flag at * Dhofar. 

‘After landing hospital cases, I left Aden the 2nd June and anchored in Ras 
Reisut Bay the evening of the 4th, using the electrie light that evening. 

‘The next morning weighed and coasted along the Dhofar coast, 

‘Dhofar is the south-west houndary of the Sultan of Muscat’s dominions, and it is 
farmed out by the Sultan to the Governor of Dhofar, to whom it is worth 20,000 dollars 
aeyear. 

Anchoring one evening off one of the Koarya Moorya and the next off Ras 
Madraha, to carry out boats firing, &e., and at the’same time to rest the stokers (a 
very young lot), the weather heing very hot. 

{ arrived in Muscat Harbour on the Sth, and secured the stern of ship to 

innacle Rock in the harhour to got broadside on to the night breeze blowing. The 
thus lay within a quarter of a mile of the Sultan's Palace. I saluted with 
twenty-one guns before entering harbour, 

On Tuesday the 9th June, in company with the Political Resident, T visited the

‘eturned the visit, After they had gone over the ship, I weighed and went 
oto target practice, the firing was good and evidently created an impression, 
The Sultan expressed himself highly pleased with the trip.

Disembarking the Sultan on afternoon of the 10th, I proceeded with Major Cox, 


the Political Resident at Museat, on board to Sur. 

Major Cox had previously informed me that the Government of India were 
esirous that if practicable, I should show the flag at Bushire, Koweit, and Bahrein, 
ter leaving Bunder Abbas, I intended to have telegraphe information on

is said to haye captured a number of Arab slave dhows and rescued some 700 slaves, 
alter a sharp encounter with the Arabs, a number of whom were killed and taken 
prisoners, 

‘Phe Sur © y possesses between 250 and 300 fine dhows which make long 
voyages during: ‘0 Zanzibar, the Red Sea, and Indian Ocean general 
return for the summer just hetore the burst of the monsoon. 

By present date (the 1th June) all these dhows should have, according to 
precedent, returned to Sur where they are laid up and docked during the monsoon 
Preparatory to starting out again.

All these have been recently occupied by detachments of regular troops ; Jabal 
Jahaf and Jabal Suheb in October 1901, and Jabal Mafari in March last, ‘The eircum- 
Mtances under which Jabal Mafari was seized by the Turks were fully reported at the 
time, and 1 do not think any progress can be made in the business of the Commission 
until’ it is evacuated, and compensation made to the Mafari for the destruction of their 
oroperty. 

Jabal Subeb or Shabad is a position of great importance to the ‘Turks as long as 
y hold Jalela, ‘The summit is within 1,000 yards of their post at Jalela and. come 
pletely commands it. ‘They have recontly thrown up a breastwork on it, and are believed 
to have prepared emplacements for guns on it, It commands the Khareba Pass, the 
main road leading from Kataba to Aden, and completely bars the ronds from Dthala to 
the north and east. 

Jabal Jahat (Sarir) is said to be garrisoned by about 100 men and one gun, It 
commands the Jahaf plateau, and affords a central position from whieh the Turks will be 
able to dominate the Humedi, Ahmadi, and Mafari districts. 

‘The evacuation of all these is, I think, essential. 

‘The other posts are merely occupied by a few Arab levies, and would doubtless be 
abandoned if the garrisons Of regular troops were made to withdraw, ‘The most 
important position of all is, however, Jalela, and I believe that General Maitland 
agzees in the opinion I have already’ expressed that no practical settlement of the 
boundary can be effected which permits it to remain in Turkish hands,

SOME months ago I pressed Mr, Rabino, Manager of the Imperial Bank of 
sia, about opening a branch in Seistan. He said he could not recommend it to his 
Directors, as it would not be a profitable operation from a business point of view. Che 
il here would, doubtless, take the same line. 
Kk we ought to be ready to establish a branch in Seistan if, and as soo: 
ans do, hut that to start one now would bo to invite Russian competition, 
which would bea mistake, unless we are absolntely certain that the Russians mean 


to have an agency in Seistan as well as at Meshed. As T have said over and over 
aawain, we eannot compete in Persia with the Russians in financial matters so long as 
our only agency is a small private bank, and theirs is for practical purposes a Depart 
mont of the Iniperial Treasury, with which business interests are entirely subordinate 
to political ends, and whieh is Nent in Persin and China on subjugating the country by 
means of economie control. If, therefore, we wish to meet a Russian bank in Seistan 
dy establishing an English branch, and the Imperial Bank of Persia say, as Mr. Rabin 
did to me, that it would not be good business,” we must either (1) acquiesce in the 
economic control of Seistan by Russia, or (2) he prepared to make it worth the while 
ofthe English bank to open there by subsidizing its local agency. Seistan is in this 
respect @ mere microcosm of the entire Persian Monarchy.

IN Sir A, Hardinge’s despatch to Lord Lansdowne No. $4, dated the 11th May, 
which has recently passed through my hands, his Excellency refers to our long-standing 
claims in Bushire and to the fict that the Mission of the Special Commissioner liad proved, 
hy the Mushir-ed-Dowleh’s own admission, « failure, partly on account of the frequent 
changes in the local Government and partly because of the incapacity of the Commissioner 
himself, who. had been veealled tivo months ago to Tebran. 

L consider it advisable, therefore, to explain that in my opinion the failure of the 
Mission above referred to had nothing whatever to do with the eauses mentioned. 

Tam confident that no other Commissioner, whatever his eapacity might be, eould 
have, under the circumstances and considering the nature of his instructions, done anything 
more than the Special Commissioner whose Mission proved a failure, Neither cin this 
fuilure be attributed to the frequent changes in the local Government. Bushire, it is tracy 
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sas, after the departure of the Darva Beg, left without a regular Governor for some time, 
t his Excellency the Salat-i-Moazzem, the present Governor, has now been in Bushire 
for some months, and he could have been directed to assist the Special Commissioner if a 
real desire to bring about a settlement of our long-standing claims had existed. I have 
thought it as well to make the above observations as I consider that the explanation given 
of the failure of the Special Commissioner's Mission should not be allowed to pass 
unnoticed. 

With regard to the Mushir-ed-Dowleb’s statement that he hal directed the new 
Karguzar to take up the cases in earnest, Iam entirely sceptical as to the prospects of a 
speedy settlement by this means. As I have pointed out in a separate despateh, the new 
Kargizar, however capable an official he may be—and the Mohtisham-el-Vezareh is 
certainty a capable official—has not the authority requisite to bring about a settlement of 
even recent claims, and until his position with regard to the Governor is defined, it will. be 
useless for us to refer any of our long-standing claims to him. Many of these claims, as 
Thave already pointed out, are, in reality, against the Persian Government itself, and it is 
clear that it will be useless to refer claims such, for instance, as those which have arisen 
‘on account of goods stolen from the Customs years ago, to the present Karguzar or 
Governor for settlement. If the Persian Government merely wishes to satisfy itself by a 
fresh inquiry that the claims are just, then [ see no objection to the present Karguzar 
conducting such an inquiry, but it should be clearly understood betorehand that the 
Persian Government accepts the responsibility for the payment of those claims which are 
proved to be just, taking its own measures subsequently to recover the amounts paid from. 
the persons held to be responsible,

theamounts thus purchased, and that oceasionally Chiefs have been allowed to obtain posses- 
sion of large quantities, which dees not seem to be altogether desirable even in the 

inary times. 

"Vast year the Abdali and Fadthli Sultans both asked for permission to purchase 
sulphur and lead, I told them they might divide between them the sulphur and lead then 
in market ve to each a considerable amount, though much less than they 
wanted, ‘The Fadihli hought his share; the Abdali did not. He thought the prices 
t00 high. 

March) the Sultan asked for permission to purchase 100 eases of 
sulphi ‘of Iead (about 17 tons), He also wished, instead of 
buying from one the licensed dealers, to purchase the sulphur aad lead from any merchant 
‘with whow he could ma i satisfuctory to himself; and that we should then 
esue a ficence to this man to import. He wus informed that he could only be allowed to

WE informed you that we received your letter, dated the 17th Apel last, in reply to 
‘our request for the lead and sulphur. 
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In reference thereto we inform you, oh friend, that our friendship with the Govein- 
ment is a firm one since a long time, the severance and dissolution of which cannot 
happen. 

All the late Representatives of Government at Aden used to respect us by granting 
us our requests in preference to all other Chicfs of the interior who are in the 
neighbourhood of Aden, inasmuch as we have precedence in the friendship of Govern- 
ment and have upright conduct. 

Our cousin, the late Sultan Fadthl-bin-Ali, was permitted in the year 1309* to 
purchase nearly 500 pigs of lead, 363 tons. Axain in the year 1313+ he was permitted 
to purchase 106 pigs of lead, as shown in your letter, dated the 21st October, 1896, 
Also on a third time in the’ year 1314 he was permitted to purchase nearly 300 pigs of 
lead = 223 tons, as shown in your letter, dated the 11th November, 1896. a 

In your previous letter, dated the 25th September, 1901, your Excellency permitted 
us to purchase 174 cases of sulpher, and you regretted there was no more lead in Aden, 
in this letter you permitted us to pure four eases of sulphur more than our 
requirements, while in your letter under reference you named three Parsees from whom 
we should purchase, and fixed for us the small quantity, viz., 8 tons of lead and 24 tons 
of sulpher. As our request was for 100 cases of sulpher and 270 pigs of lead we are 
surprised at this difference.

Regarding the altemative suggestion that during the present “impasse” delimi- 
tation might be continued to the souti-west, Thave the honour to point out that during:

On the other hand, 
ihe next three oF four months would be the most suitable time for work in the highlands 
to the north-east; seasonable rain lins fallen, and there would be less diffieulty about 
water and forage supplies than at any other time in the year.

My valued and esteemed Friend, Simla, July 81, 1902 

ON the 30th May, 1901, corresponding to the 11th Safar, 1319, 1, your Highness’ 
Jate father addressed me on the subject of a dispute which bad arisen in regard to the 
Doundary between Persia and Afghanistan in the direction of Seistan, In reply to His 
Highness! letter, I sent to him on the 24th July, 1901, a tracing of the map prepared by 
General Goldsmid in 1872, in illustration of his decision in regard to the Seistan boundary, 
which for some years prior to that date had been a constant source of dispute between the 
Afghan and Persian Governments, 

General Goldsmii’s Award has been accepted as binding for more than a-quarter of a 
century; but some years ago, the main stream of the Helmund, which was formerly 
regarded as the boundary, ckanged its course, and land which was formerly on the west 
bank is now on the cast bank of the river. ‘The Persian Government claims that the 
frontier is not affected by the change of the course of the stream ; on the other hand, your 
Highness’ Representative, I understand, claims that the river, as it now runs, must be 
recognized as the boundary, and that any land on the east bank belongs to Afghanistan, 
notwithstanding that it was Persian before the river left its old bed. 
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T am informed that your Highness’ Representative, the Alfiundzada of Chaka 

has been waiting on the frontier for some months, expecting the arrival of a Persian official, 
with whom he hoped to effeot a settlement of the dispute, A few days ago the Akhund: 
ada marched to Deh Dost Muhammad, which is in the disputed tract, and the Persian 
wuthorities, supported by the Russian Consul in Seistan, prepared to oppose him by force. 
The British Vice-Consul has succeeded, hy is friendly intervention, in averting conflict for 
the present. I am informed by this British officer that both sides have agreed to withdraw 
their troops from the border, though the Akhundzada remains in Deh Dost Muhammad 
with a sujall escort pending further negotiations, It will, however, be obvious to you that 
the situation must remain eritical while the armed forces of the two parties are’in such 
close prosimity, and that a speedy settlement of the dispute is very desirable, 

‘The Persian Government has represented to His Majesty's Government that, beside 
ocoupying land which was, until recently, indisputably Persian, your Highness’ subjects have 
destroyed the Persian dam of Band-i-Seistan, near Kuhak, and have built a new dam south 
of Malik, and a second dam down stream near Deh Dost Muhammad, thus diverting the 
whole of the Helmund water to the Afghan side, and thereby ruining Persian villages. 
‘The Persian Government has accordingly, under the terms of the Anglo-Persian Treaty of 
1857, invited His Majesty's Government to intervene and to define the boundary, ‘The 
clause in the Treaty referred to provides that, of differences arising between the 
Government of Persia and the Government of Afghanistan, the Persian Government shall 
refer them for adjustment to the friendly offices of the British Government, and shall not 
take up arms unless those friendly offices fal of effe 

1 am not prepared at this moment, and, on the information in my possession, to adyise 
your Higlness precisely how the frontier-tine should be drawn this 1s a question which 
can only be decided after very careful inquiry on the spot. I would remind your Highness, 
howerer, that the arrangement with your late father, the control of the foreisn relations of 
Afghanistan rests with the British Government; and { would accordingly propose that, as 
in. 1872, a British officer should be appointed as Arbitrator to settle the I regard 
this measure as imperative in the interests of peace, and, on hearing that y 
approves of this suggestion, I will take steps to secure the consent of the Persian Govern- 
ment, and will arrange for the deputation of a competent officer in the early autumn, 
Your Highuess will, of course, be at liberty to send with hin an Afghan Commissioner to 
represent the views of your Government, Meanwhile, would ask your Highness to issue 
very strict orders to your local officers to avoid any collision with the Persians nd to 
await the settlement hy the Arbitrator who may be appointed.

WITH reference to my telegram No. 27 of yesterday, T regret to. report that the 
presence of His Majesty's ship Sphinx ” at this port, and the visits which Commander 
Kemp has paid with me to the Vali to urge his Exeolleney to take efficient measures to 
suppress piracy in the Shat-cl-Arab have had very little result. Monstafn Muri Pasha 
does not budge an inch from the position he originally took up, and denies as stoutly as 
ever that any of the pirates are domiciled on the ‘Turkish side of the river, thoug! 
doubt they cross from time to time on tlying visits, [have several times given him 
ists of persons who have been denounced by the Sheikh of Mohammerah to His 
Majesty’s Viee-Consul there as having participated in piratical outrages, but the Vali 
has invariably informed me that the officials sent down to make inquiries In 
that no such persons are to be found in the localities indicated, “It is but just to hi 
Excclleney to mention that the Sheikh of Mohammerah has supported his denuneiations 
by no evidence whatever; on the other hand the Vali is badly sorved, and considering 
how the Arabs from highest to lowest hang together when there is a question of the 

ks asserting their authority, and how inellicient and corrupt is the police to whieh he 
must necessarily trust in a great measure, Iam not inclined to accept blindly: the 
reports he receives concerning the late character of the residents on the ‘Turkish 
side of the river, 

‘Phe most recent instance of piracy, the only one, indeed, where any one had 
the courage to come forward and identify. the perpetrators certainly ingulpates, the 
subjects of the Sheikh of Mohammerah. ‘This was the ease of the Koweit bont 
“Hussein,” which sailed for Koweit after taking on board a comparatively large anount 
of specie at Motiammierah, and while off Bubian Island was caught up by a vessel which 
had followed her all the way from the mouth of the Shatt, and plundered of everything: 
valuable on board. One passenger was shot dead, and everybody more or less ill-trented, 

‘As soon as the “Husseini® reached Koweit, a matter of difficulty as the pirates had 
destroyed her sails, Mubarek at once left in person for the river, On arriving at Fao 
wrote to inform the Vali of Bussorah that the object of his presence was to obtain 
Satisfaction for an outrage on a Koweit vessel whieh had been perpetrated on peuple 
from Cusba, a village on the Persian bank near the mouth, As a matter of faet, lie took 
the law into his own hands aud arrested a dozen men from Cusba and carried them off to 
Mohammerah where he handed them over to the Sheikh, What passeil between the two 
Potentates is unknown, but the erew of the Persian boat supposed to patrol the mouth of 
the river were flogged, and two of the men arrested at Cusba are still in prison, After 
his return to Koweit, however, Mubarek addressed a letter to me stating that the attack 
on the * Husseini'* was the work of the inevitable Yussuf-el-Ibrabim and his followers, 
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and that he had written to tell the Vali so. He gave no reasons for this change of 
opinion. 
Commander Kemp, who had procured the attendance of one of the crew of the 
“Trusseini” (a man, who had heen thrown overboard to drown and escaped), whom he 
nderstood to haye identified the two men still under arrest at Mohammerah, paid a 
sit to Sheikh Kazel this week and insisted on having the man confronted with the two 
in his presence, ‘The witness unhesitatingly identified them as two members of 
the pirate crew who were not in 
Commander Kemp tells me that the Sheikh showed no disposition whatever to 
probe the matter, and, indeed, manifested considerable irritation at his interference, 
‘hus the only evidence before us—whieh we ove to Commander Kemp's energy:

IN continuation of my telegrams to the Government of India, dated the Cth, 7th, and 
9th July last, copies of which have already been sent to you, I haye the honomt to 
submit the following report on recent. events which have taken’ place on the Seistan: 
Afghan frontier. 

2. Colonel Chenevix.'Trench’s dinry, No. 6, for the peri he 26th May, 1900, 
with its accompanying map, very elearly demonstrates the rival claims to territory pub 
forward by the Persians and Afghans respectively, His statement of the situation in 
1900 also accurately describes the condition of affairs existing at the present moment on 
the frontier, 

3. It will be seen that near Milak a village a little to the north of the Selstan Bund 
or Buni-i-Kubak, is the point of bifureation of the old and new bed of the Helmund 
River. ‘The Golismid Award fixed the boundary along the ol bed as far ax Kur 
where the river became the Naizar or reed swamp, and from the 
i cross the Nujzar (then under water) to the Siah Koh, 

Helmund has taken a more westerly course; the old Naizar has 
to the west; and the point where the Helmund water now 
s some 12 miles to the west at Gola Kulah,

3, Arraference to the Seistan Diaries will show that between February and July of 
tis year no less than four depu were sent hy the Afghan Governor of Chakansur, 
akir Muhammad Khan, Akhundzada, to inform the local Governor, the Amir Hashmat- 
uleMulk (now absent in ‘Biryand), of the arrival of the Boundary Commissioner from 
Herat, and inviting him to send the Persian Representative to the frontier to discuss the 
redelimnitation question, On the first occasion, the Seistan Governor replied somewhat 

ily that, as no Persian Representative had arrived yet, the matter might be po 
poned for a month orso, On the other occasions, the Akhundzada’s invit 
vet either with no response at all, or with only evasive answers from the Local Govern-

Piqued by the discourteous treatment he was receiving, and interpreting it to mean 
an intentional evasion of the frontier question, the Akhundzada seems to have decided 
to. cross the dispyted frontier-line into Persian territory to provoke the Seistan 
authorities to take some notice of his repeated requests, and thus to bring matters to a 
head. On the 22nd June, he wrote to the Deputy Governor, asking for permission to visit, 
hitn at his capital, and hinted that he would bring a large escort with him. He also 
let it be understood that, if the reply was unfavourable, he proposed pitching his camp 
at Deh Dost Muhammad forthwith, ‘The Deputy Governor replied that he could not 
allow him to enter Persian territory with an armed fore that, if he would come 
with a few unarmed men, he would be welcomed as a guest. 

‘Nhe Aklundzada thereupon crossed the frontier with all his traops and pitched 
canip close to Deh Dost Mubammad, This was about the 29th June.

PLEASE refer to your telegrams of the Ist and 4th August last, It is likely that 
the fresh complaints made by the Persian Government refer really to events described in 
his Excellency the Viceroy’s telegrams of the 17th and 2ist July last. Since then 
Major Benn telegraphed on the 18th July that the matter had been amicably settled by 
Voth parties withdrawing their troops from the border, pending a reference to ‘Tehran 
and Cabul. A letter from Major Benn, dated the 14th July’ last, confirms this, and 
ads that the Afghan Akhundzada is said to have retired from the village Dost, Muham- 
mad. This result appears to be due entirely to the friendly offices of the British Vice- 
Consul, and the news is probably later than anything the Persian Government have 
received.

I HAVE the honour to invite reference to my telegrams of the 21st May and the 
25th May last, on the subject of Mubammad Umar, Nausherwani.

‘The object of the present report is to ring to your notice the part which M. Molitor, the

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Belgian Customs Direetor, and Passand Khan, Baluch, the Russian Consuls employé, have 
played in this affair. 

3, On the sth May, as f was leaving the Customs caravanserai, after calling on the 
Iftikhar-i-Nicam, M. Molitor drew me to one side and asked if I would give him a private 
interview in my office immediately, as he had something important and confidential to 
communicate to me, 

(On reaching tay office, M. Molitor produced two letters which, he said, he had 
received the day before, One was from Muhammad Umar, Nausherwani; the other 
from Passand Khan, Baluch, the individual employed by the Russian Consul to supervise 
his postal arrangements. 

SM, Molitor snid that, if T. could trust my Head Clerk, the latter might be called in 
to rend tho letters to us,” ‘This was done, and explained their contents to M. Molitor. 
‘Tho lotter from Muhammad Umar was addressed to M. Molitor by name, and had been 
brought to Passand Khan’s village at Lutuk—about 20 miles from here on the 
Seistan-Robat road—by three of Muhammad Umar's followers. It had been forwarded 
from there by Passand Khan with a covering letter to M. Molitor. ‘The latter, though 
direoted on the envelope to M. Molitor’s interpreter, was addressed to M, Molitor. 
‘After the letters hai heen read and translated to him, M. Molitor offered to allow my 
Head Clerk to take copies of them, ‘This was done at ouee in the presence of Mf. Molitor 
and myself. 

ML, Molitor then said that he hoped that, having shown me the letters, I would not 
allow him to be mixed up” in any action T'might take on them to effect the arrest of 
Mahammad Umar. I distinctly understood him to mean that he did not wish me to 
‘ombroil him in any plot whieh T might set on foot to capture Muhammad Umar, such 
fs asking him (M. Molitor) to induce Passind Khan, on the strength of these letters, 
to decoy Muhammad Umar to Scistan and then to seize him, T gave him a verbal 
promise to the above effect, I did not promise him that T would make no official use of 
them, M, Molitor understood this; for T warned him that { should have to report the 
inittor officially to my Government, and { subsequently read to him an extract from my 
telegram No, 85 to the Gov Of India as far as tlie words “ Molitor showed me these 
Tetters and gave me copies,” &e. 

‘Our interview was interrupted by M. Cesari coming to pay me a farewell visit, and 
ny Head Clerk went into an adjoining room, taking the letters with him. After M. Cesari's 
epartnre, T yathered from M. Molitor’s conversation that he regrotted my Head Clerk 
having taken the letters into the adjoining room. He seemed to think that they had been 
photographed there, He has in all probability reported his doubts, which he still enter 
tains on this subject, to Meshed. 

‘4. A few days later T suggested to M, Molitor that, as Muhanad Umar was an 

omy of both the Persian and. the British Governments, the local anthorities should 
ho arked (o assist us in removing him; and I pointed out that they would waturally 
require some proof that the man was contemplating entering Persian territory. 
MM. Molitor at-once refused to agree to such a course, and said that, if { reported the 
matter locally, he would consider that 1 had broken faith with him, I suxxested that 
ierely as aiact of international courtesy, which 1 was sure his Central Administration 
oul never take exception to, he would be justified in giving us his assistance in this 
‘fair. In reply, M. Molitor ‘said he would at. onee destroy the original letters and 
deny all knowledge of them, if he vas referred, Before leaving, M. Molitor admitted 
to ie that “M, Miller would never forgive him if he was the cause of getting 
Passand Khan removed" over this affair, Ife added that Passand Khan would also 
assassinate him: 

5. The above is « good example of the extraordinary fear M. Molitor entertains for 
M. Miller, the Russian Consul ; this fear, coupled with the dread which he has of Baluchis in 
egneral and Passand Khan “in particular, compels him—perhaps against his will—to 
Shandon, to our detriment, that attitude of impartiality which, as a Belsian official, it is 
his duty to maintain white employed under the Persian Goverment. 

6. On the 23rd May, | received reports from our Secret Agent in Passand Khan's 
camp that Muhammad Winur's men bad again visited Passand Khan, 

Passand Khan told my agent that the “Rais” (M. Molitor) had sent them money. 
[believe this to be a libel on M. Molitor, for I do not think that M. Molitor has given 
Mubammad Umar any encouragement, pecuniarily or otherwise; but Tam convinced 
that the whole affair is a deep scheme of the Russian Consul’s to keep Muhammad Umar 
contented and in the neighbourhood of our trade route by means of secret payments made 
through Passand Khan, who uses M. Molitor’s name and poses asa Customs servant. 
ML Miller considers that M. Molitor is too impartial, too fair with our merchants; in 
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fact, too pro-British. He would, theretore, embroil him in this intrigue and have an 
excuse to get him removed. 

NM. Miller has been too clever to put anything in writing, even to Passand Khan ; 
put it is a fact that, while these negotiations were going on, Pascand Khan was frequently 
plying between his village and the Russian Consulate as often as three times in the 
week, 

Passand Khan is amost unscrupulous individual, After having becn dismissed from 
‘our employ he was eagerly taken up by M, Miller, and fas always been ready to damage 
Us in every way possible. I need not recall his action in the case of Babadur Khan, who 
broke open our parcel post bags, 

T venture £0 think that le bas already given us sufficient cause to demand his removal 
from here, and that this latest episode with Muhammad Umar would justify an appeal 
for his deportation and punishment, 

Should the latter he effected, an attempt will be made to remove him tempo- 
rarily over the A©fglian border, which practically adjoins his village; and, when 
the time comes to arrest him, the reply—as has now been done in the ease of 
Bahadur Khan—will be that “he is not in Seistan.” I would, therefore, strongly 
urge that he be summoned to Meshed and deported from there, or Kept in 
confinement,

Ware on the Quetta-Seistan trade ronte and from Major Showers on his tour in

Lord Lansdowne requests that the attention of the Secretary of State for India 
may be specially called to the remarks made in paragraph 46 of Captain Webb-Waro's 
report, and in paragraphs of Major Showers’ report on the alignment of the 
Perso-Baluch frontier in the neighbourliood of Mirjawa, 

Lonl Lansilowne can very well understand that the decision in regard to this portion 
of the frontier arrived at by the Joint Commission in 1896 may appear to these offleers 
to be inconvenient and unsatisfactory. But it should clearly be respected until 
modified by mutual agreement, ‘The map attached to Colonel Holdich's report of 
Sth April, 1896, and inclosed in the Seeret letter from the Government of India of the 
8th September, 1596, shows what was the line intended by the Commissioners, and 
the arguments advanced by Captain Webb-Ware, for giving 1a different 
interpretation, appear to Lord Lansdowne to be scarcely worthy of serious discussion, 
His Lordship cannot but think that Captain Webb-Ware's action in establishing « 
military post on the other side of the line marked on the map without. any reference 
to the Government of India for instructions was altogether indefensible, "His action 
has not unnaturally given rise to much irritation and suspicion on the part of the 
Persian Government, and Lond Lansdowne, after reading these papers, is not surprised.

‘The men bad no fire-arms and those we met were perfectly friendly, but having never seen 
a white man or steamer before were naturally scared and apprebensive, 

‘The two days spent here were occupied in an excursion to the sumn 
neighbouring mountains, guided by one of the local natives in the hope of falling in with 
other Bedouin Shihooh, but owing to the drought just mentioned the two or three 

matural reservoirs for rainy water that we visited were dried up and the usual eneampments 
in the vicinity deserted, ‘Three shepherds were, however, met with, who, like their 
comrades down below, carried no arms and were very frank and friendly. Asked how it 
was that they could thus wander afield unarmed they replied that they bad 10 need of 
weapons as their enemies, the Jowusmis, could not penetrate to their mountain haunts 
ty land and the “Nasara” (ie,, the English) gave them immunity by sea. ‘The 
*Nasara seewed to be to them a mysterious institution, 1 might almost say fetish, whieh 
they did not profess to understand, but with regard to which they were content to know. 
that it made the sea safe for then, "found this sentiment agreeably prevalent not only 
here but in ull the out-of-the-way places visited in these waters, both on the coast and in 
the group of islands in the southern part of the Persian Gulf. Natives met with who had 
never before seen a white man at close quarters and to whom the explanation “ Angiez ” 
(English) in reply to queries as to who we were, of itself conveyed nothing, invariably 
followed up their first question by inquiring whether we belonged to the nation * who 
kept the sea” and on finding that we did, endeavoured to show their respect and

‘On the whole, however, | repeat the opinion that His Highness’ so-called jurisdiction 
is of such an inelfective and flimsy nature that it would be possible for His Majests’s 
Government, if prepared to maintain their position either way against outside arguments, 
to recognize oF ignore its existence as may best suit our interests in these waters; for at 
the present moment no other Power can have at their disposal the detailed information 
necessary to enable them fo question any statement of the position which we may formulate, 
‘They must either accept our exposition or prove an alternative one, which they can hardly 
have the local knowledge to attempt. 

‘As to the selection of the alternative it is beyond my province to offer any remarks, 
hut 1 may perhaps be excused for expressing the opinion that whichever direction the 
decision of Government take there should be no delay in follow it up with such 
pursuant action as will serve to strengthen the position adopted against future question, 

14. In this latter connection the following possible measures suggest themselves 
to me:— 

(a) Te will have been gathered from paragraphs 5 and 6 of this Report that such 
jnrisdiction as exists in the tract between Kalba and Khor Bakan, and again at Dibba, is 
‘hot exercised in any way by the ruling Jowasmi Chief himself, but that the said ports 
Having been originally alienated by his grandfather and uncle are now possessed by the

Shicikhs of Khor Fakan and Fujaira have during the past year both offered their allegiance 
to the Sultan of Muscat, and appealed to him to take the country over, and save them 
from Jowastni oppression, Under these circumstances it seems worth while considering 
‘whether the Sultan as sonn as he becomes possessed of a steamer could not conveniently 

llowed to. resuine jurisdiction over that part of the coast now dominated by the 


Jowasinis, If left to his awn devices His Highness would probably set about his business 


scuding his steanter to put Walis into the forts of his friends at Khor Fakan, Fujaira, 
‘ind Dibba, with a sullicient force of meseenaries to hold them.

Not having previously seen it, I went into the Bakhtiari country from Chehar Mahal 
by the winter road known as the Tang-i-Darkesh Warkesb. The usual route by the 
Zirreh Pass beyond Sthalamzar, but in winter this pass is nearly always impassable 
owing to snow, whereas the Tang- h Warkesh is open. “Tang” means a defile, 
ut this does not adequately describe this pass. which is really a combination of defile and 
three passes. After entering it for about half asnile the road rans along the river side 
and then passes over a kotal or pass over mountain of about 300 feet high. Tt again 
descends to the level of the river and keeping along it for some 4 miles, about 100 feet 
above the stream, until the second “kotal ” was reached, this one was considerably higher 
than the first. I should judge about 1,200 feet. ‘The gradients in places were very steep, 
the road being here and there built out from the rocks. 

‘The descent was not quite as steep, but again brought one down nearly 
river level: after half a-mile the third and last “ kotal ” was reached, this was the highest 
and hardest of all, being over 2,000 feet high as 1 judge, the drop on the other side 
brought me out of the tang at the village of Behistabad, ubout & miles from the 
entrance in the plain of Shalamzar. The road is on the level, a good, broad, easy one, 
well made, and all of it up to balf-way up the third “ kota” done by the Khans them:

Mohammud Hussein Khao, Sipatidar-Hel Bagi, son of the Jate Haji Iman Kuli 
Khan. These two men are first cousins, ‘The various governments and offices of the 
tribes are divided between the two families. 

Both the above Chiefs gave me to understand that they were most anxious to do all 
in their power to please and secure the friendship of His Majesty's Government. ‘They 
consented to the making of the road solely with this view, and were it not for this, taking 
nto account the manner they have béen treated by’ Mr, Tynch, they would have 
repudiated the whole affair and thrown up their agreement with him. Now, the state of 
Persia is so bad in every way, and the supreme Government so cffete, the support of His 
Majesty's Government becomes of great concern to them, and they hope that they will 
not be lost sight of, and they will do all they ean to merit such support. 

In days bygone in ‘Tehran, they always used to minimize their power when 
questioned, but when there this last winter they rather exaggerated it, ‘They used to say 
that they had about 10,000 tents, now they said they had 40,000—really they have some~ 
what more than 20,000. ‘They could put into the field a force of 15,000 men, of which 
5,000 would be mounted and well armed; 10,000 footmen also, with Martini rifles, 
These would all be of their own tribesmen. ‘They could supplement this number by 
contingents from the Arab tribes round about Hormuz, with whom they are on the best 
of terms, 

What the Boers have done against us in South Africa, they could do for us here in 

they are very much the same class of people in every way. ‘Their country is 
lar; their men are good horsemen and good shots 
Both the Chiefs said that nothing would induce them to help the Persian 
Government against the Sheikh of Mobanmerab, with whom they bad always been on 
friendly terms, 

‘They expressed a good deal of fear as regards Russian interference with them, and 
hoped that such a thing would not be allowed. ‘They looked to His Majesty's 
Government to protect them from this. ‘They knew that the Russian Consul at. Ispaban 
was always secking an excuse to interfere with them, and to call down on them the anger 
of the Central Government. 

‘They are most desirous to see their country improve, and to that end would do what 
they could to assist, 

‘They have asked me to estimate the cost of a telephone circuit to connect all their 
chief villages, so that they may be able to communicate quickly with each other, 

‘They are willing to help in establishing a postal service between this and Ahwaz, 
and are only sorry that the telegraph line to Arabistan was not cairied through their 
country. 
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‘Almost all the Chiefs are having their cons educated by Armenian tutors, who teach 
them, amongst other things, either Enclish or French. They have all built, or are 
Dbuilding, nice houses, and each one has, at least, one suite of rooms furnished “& In 
Faringhi.” Nothing struck me more than the jamp they have all made towards civilization

PS, July 1, 1902—T heard a conversation between the Sirdar and another Chief 
regarding the Cossack Brigade in ‘Tehran, ‘The Sirdar had seen a review in Tehran, and 
he scoffed at the brigade, the men, and their horsemanship.

In it his 
Excellency asked that steps should be taken to prevent the further Afghan encroach- 
ments reported to the Persian Government, and complained of the action of the 
Afghans in establishing custom-houses, in beginning to build houses, and in levying 
taxes in Persian territor 

Ttold the Mushir-ed-Dowleh a few days afterwards that I had at once complied 
with his request by making your Lordship and the Government of India acquainted 
with the substance of his communications of the 20th July and the 2nd August, but 
that it seemed to me very probable, as stated in the Government of India’s telegram of 
the 6th August, that all these complaints referred to acts committed at one and the 
same time by the Afghans, previous to the 13th July as T understood from our reports, 
which were presumably later than any the Persian Government could have had time to 
receive, that by that date an amicable settlement had been arrived at by both parties 
withdrawing troops pending reference to Tehran and Cabul, 

His Excellency objected to the use of the word settlement, even if qualified as 
temporary in relation to the question, It was true that he had heard that the Afghans 
had, according to his information, withdrawn, but not before having achieved the object 
they had in view by destroying dams in Persian territory, and thus depriving part of 
Persian Seistan of water, These fresh acts of aggression had. been reported to him on 
dates which he made out to be somewhat more recent than the 14th July, and he was 
receiving constant complaints and appeals for redress from the inhabitants of those 
villages which had been entirely deprived of their water supply by the Afghans’ action 
in breaking down the dams and diverting the stream to their own territory, 

He was anxious to know what reply he could make to these distressed Seistanis, and. 
what length of time might clapse before the question could be settled, 

Treplied that tho Indian Government had already communicated with that of the 
Ameer, that it was obviously in the interest of all parties to effect as speedy a solution as 
possible, and that his might rest assured that no time would be lost on my 
part in communicating to the Persian Government any information at my disposal. 

His Bxeellency concluded by asking if I would telegraph to your Lordship 
respecting the fresh aggressions he had just touched on, I expressed my readiness to 
do so on receipt of a communication from his Excellency giving me the requisite 
details.

it will be difficult for us, in my opinion, to convince them that this contention is 
unreasonable. 

___ For this reason it would, I think, be preferable not to raise the question of abstract 
right, but merely to say that we would prefer that the Consular officer to be intrusted 
with the protection of Persian interests in Baluchistan should reside at Kurrachec or at 
some other post between that town and the Persian frontier rather than at Quetta, on 
the ground that it might be inconvenient to refuse a Russian or other foreign Vice 
Consul at the latter place. 

T think it just possible that the appointment of a Persian Consul at Quetta has 
been suggested by the Russians as a means of cuabling the Persian Government to 
evade the recognition of our Agent in Bampur; but whilst I fully recognize the 
possibility that it might be abused for that purpose, I doubt its having been proposed as 
4 means of injuring the Seistan trade route, 

Meanwhile, the Bampur Agent is living provisionally at Kerman, as he is dependent

By this Convention previous ‘Treaties are 
understood to be cancelled, for the term of its duration, but the right of denunciation 
within a period of 12 months is reserved to cach party. The acceptance of the 
Russo-Persian Tariff is implied, though no mention of it is made in the Convention, 
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are the two places referred to by Anthopoulo Pasha. In that caso it is clear that His 
‘Majesty's Government cannot admit that they are undoubtedly Turkish. 

Tn July last His Majesty’s Government, in view of the difficulties which had 
arisen in connection with the delimitation of the territory of the Amir of Dthali, 
jnstructed the British Commissioners to proceed with the delimitation to the east of the

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Four days later a paragraph appeared in the local papers, of which a copy is

‘Should the Persian Government be, however, induced at any future time to increase

the stipulations of the Erzeronm ‘Treaties, Although the denunciation clause of the 
Convention applies equally to both Parties, the advantages which it confers are, in 
reality, all in favour of Turkey, owing to the fact that while the exports from Persia. to 
‘Parkes are estimated to be over 500,001. in value per annium, those of Turkey to Persia 
donot amount to more than 20,0001. It follows, then, that, should the Persian or Tarkish 
Guties at any time be such as to bring abont a denunciation of the Convention, Turkey 
has it in her power to impose any prohibitive duties she may choose on all Persia 
merchandise, the effect of which would undoubtedly be to cripple the export trade from. 
Persia to Turkey. 

Under these vireumstances, it cannot be denied that Persia seems to have succeeded, 
for the moment, in removing the chief obstacle to the general application of the Russian 
Specific Tarif.

Sheikh Khazal, in reply toany questions, admitted that he had taken no steps whatever to 

Fnform hinself'as to where these men were, or what they were doing on the day the piracy 

In my opinion these two men were ainong the pirates, and that Sheikh 

Khuzal knows it; but owing to the facts—(1) that they belonged to his guard-boat at 

Kasha, and (2) that if it were proved, it would show that pirates belong to his side of the 

river—-e does not wish it proved; and as soon as he decently can, he will set them at 
Aiberty. 

‘On the Sth July L visited the Wali in company with the Consul. ‘The Wali has 
repeatedly beeu given lists of men living on his side who are accused of being pirates, and 
has over and over again heen urged to arrest them, Beyond promising, nothing is done ; 
and hisexcuse ig that they haye gone over to the other side. 

From my inquiries | think that there is a powerfully organized system of piracy in 
the river sulliciently strong to terrorize people from giving evidence, and to defy the 
‘authorities at Bussorah aud Mohammerah; and that, unless strong pressure is brought 
trou elsewhere, nothing will be done to put a stop to it.

PLEASE refer to Colonel Whyte’s telegram of the 13th instant. “Colonel Whyte 
will have repeated to you my telegram, dated the Sth instant, to Major Benn, Major 
Benn telegraphed on the Gth instant that the Persian postal service to Koh-i-Malik Siah 
would be opened on the Ist September, 1902, and Colonel Whyte telegraphs that 
Dewan Chal is to be the office of exchange, and that a Persian-speaking Postmaster is to 
be sent there from India, We know nothing of this, there having been no correspondence 
with the Indian Government as promised in Sir A. Hardinge’s letter, dated the 16th 
September, 1901. Before arranging the exchange of mails at Dewan Chah, our postal 
avthorities must know whether the new service will be weekly, or at whut interval, and to 
‘what postal articles, and to and from what places the exchange should extend. We think 
the opening of the Persian postal service between the frontier and Seistan should. be 
postponed till these details are properly arranged between the two Governments. ‘The 
Persian Government have apparently given orders to their local officers without consulting 
us, as would be usual and proper in any case, more especially since the postal exchange 
was first suggested by us in our letter, dated the 12th February, 1901. Further, Mujor 
Benn understands that the Persian postal employés will be Baluch sowars under Passand 
Khan. ‘The latter is M. Miller’s man, and bis employment by the Persian Post Otfice is 
‘most undesirable on our part of the line. Please endeavour to arrange that the Persian 
Governinent shall, between our frontier and Seistan, take over the men who have hitherto 
carried our letters, or, failing this, that the employés shall be neutral and not previous 
servants of either the Indian or Russian Government. Pending satisfactory arrangements 
we claim to retain our Consular sowars for the Consular bag to Scistan, and even if the 
Persian post is established, the Persian Government should agree to accept a closed bug for

‘THE Persian Minister communicated, on the 25th instant, two telegrams from 
the Mushir-ed-Dowleh, of which I inclose copies,* in regard to the complaints of the 
interference of the Afghans with the water of the Helmund. 

‘The first telegram repeats the complaint made to you by the Mushir-ed-Dowleh in 
hié note of the 14th ultimo, that the Afghans, in returning from Persian territory, had 
diverted the course of the Helmund and destroyed the dam which caused the water to 
flow into Seistan. 

The second telegram instructs Mirza Mohammed Ali Khan to make urgent 
representations to THis Majesty’s Government in the matter, and states that, for the 
present, the only thing to be done is to construct a dam, with a view to remedying the 
scarcity of water. 

The Persian Minister was informed that, according to the most recent reports 
received by the Government of India, it had been found that the scarcity of water had 
not been caused by any acts of the Afghans, but was due to the excoptional lowness of 
the River Helmund, and that the Afghan districts in the neighbourhood were suffering 
equally, In accordance with his request, he has been furnished with a Memorandum 
of the information contained in the telegram from Major Benn to the Government of 
India, of the 1st September, and the telegram from the Viceroy of India to Lord 
George Hamilton, of the 11th September, which form inclosures in the India Office 
letters of the 23rd and 18th instant.
